COURT OF APPEAL AND “A 
DIFFICULT QUESTION.” 


The Court of Appeal has order- 
ed a new trial in the. case In 
which Mr. William. Wallace, Watt, 
of Basett-roud, North Kensington, 
appealed from a judgment of ‘Mr. 
Justice Horridge dismissing his 
libel action against Mr, Robert 
Cecil Longsdon, of Norman Court, 
.| Salisbury, , 

Mr, Watt complained of’ state- 
ments made: in letters regarding 
his alleged conduct with women 
at Casa Blanca, Morocco. 

Lord Justice Serutton, xlying 
judgment, said in the particular 
cnse the facts turned ut . to be 
Absolutely untruc, 

By the law of England, there 
were occasions on which a person 
might muke’ defamatory state- 
ments of another without in- 
eurring Jegal lability, But there 
must bea public or private “duty 
to make -the communication, and 
great difficulty arose because the 
duty might be either Icgal .or 
moral or social. 

In this case, sald Lond Justice 
Serutton, three communizations 
were'.in question. In his view, 
there was a duty on the part of 
‘| Mr, Longadon to make the com- 
| munication which he did to Mr. 
Singer, the chairman of the com- 
pany. with which both he and 
Mr, Watt had beon connected. 
But the other members, of the 
Court thought that there 
‘evidence: of malice,” and there 
would have to be a now trial on 
‘|the issue of malice .°-' 

With regard 40 the communica- 
tlona to Mra, Watt, they stood 
on a different footing. it was 
impossible. to say that there’ was 
always a moral or social duty to 
make: such communications, It 
was equally impossible. to say 
that there was never such_ a 
duty.
